THE HINDOO FAKIR. 


hey S im ulate H eath for W eeks 
a t rn T im e . 
The physiological training of the Hin­ 
doo fakir for his profession is something 
worth study, 
lie begins bv abstention 
from food during the day and taking a 
very reduced quantity at night. 
Cer­ 
tain articles are strictly prohibited; 
among them are salt, fish and meat, oil 
and w ine. mustard, onions, garlic and 
turnips. 
He must refrain from spices, 
from all acids aud acid preparations, 
and from all pungent articles except 
finger. 
His carbonaceous food is lim­ 
ited to rice and wheat, his nitrogenous 
to milk and melted butter (ghrta) and 
as to the carbon hydrates, honey and 
sugar are alone admissible. 
Thor* are 
two or three articles familiar to Euro- 
!K* ins only bv their Bengal names which 
lie is permitted to u*e, but they are 
composed of the preceding ingredients 
in various proportions. 
W ater is posi­ 
tive! v prohibited; but some sects allow 
the devotee to drink sparingly of alco­ 
holic beverages. 
He must learn to live 
underground and for this purpose he 
digs a subterranean cavern (the guhjia) 
in which he passes most of his time. The 
te rn f*? rat ure must be warm and per­ 
fectly even and the cavern is entered 
on!}’ by a hole which can be closed with 
rn stone. 
It is a living sepulchre. 
In­ 
deed, the essentials of the mode of life 
are the complete occlusion of free oxy­ 
gen, impenetrable darkness and an un­ 
broken silence. 
He lies upon a pallet 
of cotton or wool—something warm and 
soft—at the bottom of this subterranean 
cell and reheats from day to day the 
mystic word “ Oui,” the Hindoo name 
of the groat abstraction of universal 
life—a being more transcendental than 
that of Hegal. 
The devotee takes oc­ 
casional w alks, but is very slow in his 
movements, so as to lessen the rapidity 
of the respiration. 
He repeats this 
“ Om” sometimes 10,000 times a day, 
and has other syllables, among which 
are “ Bam," “ Ham.” “ Lam,” “ Ram,” 
M Sonam ” “ Tam.” of which he oer- 
forms endless series of repetitions, ar­ 
ranging them in even order of which 
they are susceptible, and rigidly follow­ 
ing a prescribed order fora given num­ 
ber of repetitions. 
Ho trams himself 
to sit squatted for hours together in a 
certain peculiar attitude (the suldha- 
sana), which consists in doubling tho 
leg under the body, so as to rest 
X 
n the heel of 
the 
left foot, 
Ie the right leg is extended forward. 
In this position, with the right arm ad­ 
vanced, he holds the big toe of the right 
foot in his right liaud and with the left 
arm flexed under the body, grasps the 
big toe of the left foot. This brings the 
lower part of the face to rest upon the 
breast-bone. 
In this awkward and 
difficult attitude the fakir sits for hours 
together; that is, when he is not staod- 
upon hts head or training himself to 
ce a deep inspiration and expel it 
slowly—taking 
twelve 
seconds 
to 
breathe in and twenty-four to breathe 
out the cubic feet of atmosphere that 
the lungs can contain. 
Besides these 
exercises his tongue lias to be cut twenty- 
four times, so as to sever all the ligature* 
one by one, and enable him to tlex it 
backward and close the throat with its 
tip. 
T his extraordinary discipline is 
steadily prosecuted for years aud at 
lengththe fakir tries his first experi­ 
ment with feigning death, allowing 
himself to be shut up in his subterra­ 
nean cell and sealed therein with every 
precaution, generally fora week or two 
at first, then for a month or two mouths, 
lying or squatting in a state of trance, 
with the tip of the tongue closing the 
throat, without perceptible action of 
the heart and with the circulation of the 
biood apparently suspended. He would 
never recover himself from this condi­ 
tion of suspended animation; but he can 
be recovered by proper manipulation, 
wh'ch com nonces in pouring hot water 
over the shriveled body, stiff and rigid 
as a corpse, for some minutes. 
As the 
bathing in hot water continues, the 
ai ms ami legs gradually relax from their 
rigor. 
A hot cake is next placed upon 
the crown of the head and the plugs 
(made of cotton soaked in wax) are re­ 
moved from the nostrils and ears. The 
next steps— it being understood that as­ 
sistants are all this time engaged in 
rubbing the limbs—are to pry open the 
rigid jaws and restore the tongue to its 
normal position; then to rub the eyelids 
with melted butter until they can be 
unclosed, revealing the glazed aud mo­ 
tionless eyeball. 
Finally, the hot cake 
on the top of tho head is renewed. The 
heat acting upon the nervous centers of 
respiration and circulation, the heart 
starts with a violent pulsation. So many 
cases have been attested of this remark­ 
able condition of simulated death that 
its facts are practically beyond dispute. 
Now, something of this” kind would 
make a real impression; it has powerful 
dramatic features and its physiology 
furnishes ample verge for novel aud 
original observation.—N. Y. Times.

T he stranger unaware of Pittsburgh’• 
reputation for smoke might, on emerg­ 
ing from the Union Depot, imagine that 
the city had been recently devastated 
by a great tire or that such a tire was in 
progress. 
The Pittsburgh! ans justly 
boast of their smoke, 
it pervades all 
portions of the place and colors every 
thing one uniform hue. 
This gives it a 
striking resemblance to London or Liv­ 
erpool. Externally, I’itiMhurgh is much 
more English than Boston. 
The soft- 
coal «moke gives it the legitimate En 
glish complexion. 
Soft, unctuous soot 
is constantly falling through the air. In 
minute, round balls it sifts through and 
lies upon the window ledges.

cross-legged and smoke their hubble- 
bubbles; and al such times it is the joy 
of Badan’s life to listen to the childish 
prattle of his little daughter Malati. 
Occasionally the brothers pay visits to 
their neighbors, or neighbors drop in 
aud join in the smoking.

T he English bark Tiber, Capt. Smith, 
lies off the Battery, having yesterday 
afternoon reached this port from Shang­ 
hai, and will go into the Anchor Line 
ier to-morrow to unload her cargo. 
he carries, stowed in her hold, the only 
railroad China ever had. 
It was laid 
down between Shanghai and Woo Sung 
some years ago by an English company, 
who were to operate it on a permit 
granted Mr. Charles E. Hill, of Bridge­ 
port, Conn., by the tontni, or local Gov­ 
ernor of the former place. 
Mr. Hill 
wished to furnish and ce mplete a horse 
railroad, but so great was the opposition 
that he straightway gave up the project. 
An English company took: up the scheme, 
aud purchased the rails for Mr. Hill's 
road. 
By bullying, am i, where that 
would not suffice, by force of arms, this 
company completed” the road. 
Instead 
of a horse railroad, they made a narrow- 
gauge steam road. 
It was but indiffer­ 
ently patronized from the first, yet tho 
Englishmen claimed that it was to be 
the opening wedge for a chain of roads 
that would cover the whole of China in 
the course of time. 
In the face of deter­ 
mined opposition, tile company sold tho 
road to the Chinese Imperial Govern­ 
ment for a good round sum, and it was 
taken up. 
“ No, I don’t know how it came to be 
brought to this country,” said Clipt, i 
Smith yesterday evening on the deck of 
the Tiber. 
“ There is about 400 tons of 
it in eighteen and twenty-two feet bars. 
They would extend seven miles. 
Our 
agent in Shanghai, Jardin Matteson, re­ 
quested us to take out our ballast of tea 
and put in the iron. 
Of course, the Chi­ 
nese were dissatisfied with the railroad, 
and it didn't help matters to have the 
rails lying around loose. They w'ouid 
never be used in the construction of an­ 
other road there, and so probably some 
enterprising American bought them .” —

Lescarbot fails 
to see why Noah should have expe­

in reaching 
America, when—his reason is remarka­ 
ble —■44 Solomon's ships made voyages 
lasting three years.1' 
Another opinion 
is that the sons of Noah reached Amer­ 
ica by land; while Orrio, in order to 
show that one human pair was equal to 
the task of populating the Old VV'orld 
and the New, assures us that “ one 
woman can in 210 years become the an­ 
cestor of 1,647,086 persons.” 
In sup­ 
port of a derivation from Noah, we are 
constantly referred to the tradition of a 
foreign origin and the native flood- 
mvths. 
According to Lord Kingsbor- 
ough, who is a willing believer in Scrip­ 
tural analogies, the Mexican tradition 
of the Deluge bears 44 unequivocal marks 
of having been derived from a Hebrew 
source.” 
But there is little reason to 
doubt that such of these traditions as 
are not wholly spurious are in the most 
essential parts 
“ improved” by the 
Spanish chroniclers and priests, who 
were not unaccustomed to draw upon 
their imaginations for their facts. 
As 
a sequel to the tlood-myths we come 
upon traditions of tho building of a 
tower of refuge, and this has led some 
| writers to identify the Americans with 
certain of the builders of Babel, who 
I were scattered over the earth after the 
I confusion of tongues. 
Indeed, there is 
| no limit to the fancy of the chroniclers. 
; Fuerites, the chronicler of Guatemala, 
gives an interesting account of the 
tabled descent of 
the Toltecs—the 
I builders of many of the bliest structures 
j of Central America—from the house of 
Israel. 
These amusing stories aud 
speculations have their counterpart in 
the more or less frivolous theories 
which are put forward in later times 
without the excuse of being warped by 
a religious purpose. 
The Celtic theory 
is supported upon characteristic ground s. 
It is based upon the idea that our old 
friend, the VV elsh Prince, Madoc, son of 
Owen Gwynedd, established 'his colony 
in Mexico, ami the proof of thn start­ 
ling assertion is threefold: 
4‘ First, the 
Mexicans believed that their ancestors 
came from a beautiful country afar off 
inhabited bv white people; secondly, 
they adored the cross; and, thirdly, 
several Welsh 
names arc found in 
Mexico.” 
In further corroboration, 
various stones are told which are sup­ 
posed to point to existing traces of the 
Welsh colony. 
But all these theories of the origin 
of American races from an Israel it isli 
stock, or from a Kymric or a Gaelic, 
may be safely dismissed as the fruits of 
misguided enthusiasm and perverted 
ingenuity. 
There remain, then, three 
hypotheses, each 
of which has its 
strenuous advocates—namely: 
First, 
that the American races are autoch­ 
thonic, and this was held bv Agassiz, in 
accordance with his doctrine of mill 
tiple centers of creation; second, that 
they are of one blood with the races 
inhabiting the Eastern continent, from 
whom they were separated bv tile sub­ 
sidence of the intervening land; thin!, 
that they represent a migration from 
Asia by wray of 
Behring Strait or 
across the Pacific in lower latitudes. 
Either of the first two hypotheses, 
could it be proved, would harmonize 
many apparently conflicting circum­ 
stances connected with Mexican civili­ 
zation. 
At the same time it would 
give to that civilization the peculiar in­ 
terest which must attach to an inde­ 
pendent development, presenting 
a 
curious and suggestive parallel to that 
with which we are familiar. True, t here 
are striking resemblances between the 
architectural styles of American and 
of several Old World countries, aud 
slight, but seemingly real, though in 
fact fortuitous, points of affinity in 
language, while a consensus of tradi­ 
tions snows an aboriginal knowledge of 
certain countries beyond the sea in­ 
habited by “ white faces.” 
But this is 
not overwhelming evidence against 
either the Atlantis or the autochthonic 
theory, and is as nothing, indeed, com­ 
pared with the proof that can be ad­ 
duced 
against any 
of the 
other 
theories. 
It is difficult to say whether 
we may expect much new light to be 
thrown on this phase of the subject 
from future investigatiou; but we can 
rest assured that a nearer approach 
will be m:vde to the truth on tile ac*- 
qaisitiou of fuller aud clearer knowl­ 
edge.
